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LICENSING TUG-OF-WAR 


Churches., Bars In 'Beer Feud

MILWAUKEE, Wis. (AP) - Churches and taverns 


have long waged the war of the grajje, but the battle 
of the beer has taken a new twist in Milwaukee. Eight 
Roman Catholic churches have applied for unlimited 
beer licenses, arousing the wrath of the Wisconsin 
Tavernkeepers Association. The tavernkcepers filed 
suit in Circuit Court against the city, the churches 
and Milwaukee Archbishop William Cousins to block 
the beer licenses. 


"We don't mind if the churches want to tap a keg 25 


times a year for their bingo games," said Carl 
Schetter, executive director of the Tavernkeepers 
Association. "But with these unlimited licenses they 
can open up every night." He said the competition for 


the drinking dollar at church social gatherings has 
not yet put a dent in barroom tills, but he warned that 
things could get out of hand. 


"What's to keep the churches from starting little 


clubs where guys stop in for a beer after work?" 
Schetter said. "1 can just see it." he moaned. "Right 
below the sign that says Sebastian's Congregation, a 
flashing neon beer sign. With an arrow pointing 
down. And another sign for the family entrance." 


He said the effects could be economically depress- 


ing on Milwaukee, affectionately known among na- 
tives as Beertown because it produces more of the 
frothy malt than any other city in the nation. And 
consumes more than its share. "Look around .Mil- 
waukee," Schetter said. "What do we need with a few 
more taverns? There are more than enough to go 
around now." 


Officials of the churches said they have no inlen- 


tion of competing with taverns; they said the unres- 
tricted beer licenses would simply let them stage 
their usual bingo games without running down to 
City Hall for a permit twice a month. "If that's the 
case, the city should give them an annual permit 
allowing then to use their beer license 25 times a 
year. Not unlimited," Schetter said. 


Previously, the churches paid $5 for each one-time 


beer license. They would pay $100 for the unlimited 
licenses. 


"The churches are in direct competition with the 


lavernkcepers," Schetter said. "It's jinfair. 


"I don't know what's going to happen. All the 


churches are going to get in on this as a way to make 
a buck. And the archbishop will probably excom- 
municate me."

Berrien

unemployment dropped in May 
to 15.4 per cent from April's 
17.2 percent — the first decline 
in Berrien jobless ranks since 
August, 1974, according to the 
Michigan Employment Security 
Commission (MESC). 


The MESC reported the total 


number of employed in the 
county was 66,000 in May, a 
gain of 2,100 from April. 


The drop in unemployment 


was attributed by MESC to 
seasonal gains in employment, 
mainly in non-manufacturing 
work. Isabel Nutt, manager of 
the MESC office in St. Joseph, 
said sources for employment 
gains were "scattered" and 
could not be credited to any one 
industry. 


Actor's 
Son Kills 
Himself 


SANTA BARBARA, Calif. 


(AP) — Jonathan Peck, one of 
five children of actor Gregory 
Peck, has been found dead of a 
gunshot wound in the head. 
Authorities said they believe he 
committed suicide. 


The 30-year-old Peck's body 


was found at his home Thursday 
afternoon, police said. There 
was no suicide note. 


He was a reporter for a 


television 'station in nearby 
Santa Maria. 


A fellow newsman who dis- 


covered the body said lie had no 
idea why Peck might have 
killed himself. 


The lime of death was not 


immediately determined. 


He had not showed up for 


work since Tuesday afternoon. . 


Peck, 
who was 
single, 


previously worked for a Los 
Angeles radio station. He was a 
graduate of Occidental College 
and a veteran of the Marine 
Corps and a former member of 
the Peace Corps. 
^Gregory Peck was notified of 
the death while in France, and 
he was reported on his way back 
to Los Angeles today. 


The county's total labor force 


— the total number of those 
able to work — increased by 800 
during May to 78,000.

Overall, van sales are up 1.3 


per cent over last year, a small 
increase but noteworthy in light 
of the industry's overall sales 
decline of about 18 per cent. 


Industry 
spokesmen 
say 


many of the buyers are young 
people who seem to be turning 
away from the "muscle cars" of 
the last 20 years, choosing vans 
instead. 


"A lot of kids put beds in 


them," said Jerry Milihram, a 
truck sales manager at a Detroit 
dealership. 


"There's no doubt that they

Commercial, windowless vans 


are selling best, and Milihram 
says young people choose these 
over more expensive passenger 
vans and decorate them to taste. 
Commercial vans start at about 
$3,300 and passenger vans at 
about $4,000. 


Industry figures show 206,311 


vans were sold through June 20, 
compared with 203,604 for the 
same period last year. 


Chrysler Corp. van sales have 


shown a decline, with Dodge 
work vans and the Sportsman 
model off 5.4 per cent and 23 per 
cent, 
respectively. 
The 


Plymouth Voyager, however, is 
up 17.8 per cent. 


At General Motors Corp., the 


Chevrolet Sportvan is up 15.6 
per cent and the commercial 
van up 33.5 per cent.

stopped, "as far as I know."

Williams were killed is about 5 
miles southeast of the reserva- 
tion community of Ogiala, not 
far from the village of Wounded 
Knee which militant Indians 
occupied for 71 days in 1973. 


Cbler, 28, worked out of the 


Denver office of the FBI and 
was on special assignment to 
the reservation. Williams, also 
28, worked out of the FBI office 
in Rapid City, S.D. 


The dead Indian was Joe 


Robert, about 20, of Ogiala, ac- 
cording to a spokesman for the 
Wounded Knee Legal Offense 
Defense Committee in Rapid 
City. The spokesman said there 
had been some confusion about 
who was killed but that people 
who saw the body said the vic- 
tim was Robert.

Waste Of $14 Million 
Comes As No Surprise

township Model Cities program is

; done for the local community? 
-: Not much, if you believe the man

.unemployment, in getting local ci- 
tizens involved, it hasn't worked, says 
Melvin Farmer Jr. 


Farmer's comments were published 


in this newspaper Thursday in an in- 
terview with Staff Writer Ralph Lutz. 
Farmer credited- the program with 
trying "innovative" solutions to social 
problems that couldn't have been un- 
dertaken without federal funding. But 
.aside from a couple small buildings 
and a spot of paving, he found little to 
cheer about. 


His forthright comment has to go 


down in history as the most honest, 
candid statement from a public official 
since City Founder Sterne Brunson 
;cussed the muskrats in the Paw Paw 
river basin for eating his cabbage. 
; -But even if Farmer were not a 
lorthright type guy, he'd have dif- 
ficulty trying to justify the vast ex- 
penditures of tax money on the Model 
Cities program. It's very visible after 
six years of Model Cities spending that

'- • No one can deny that food prices 


have gone up. They have — by about 64 
per cent between 1953 and 1973. But

Since then the highly aggressive 
bees have been spreading rapidly and 
are heading northward. When the na- 
tural balance is upset, man finds 
himself a puny adversary. 
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decades ago. In 1953, food took about 
22 per cent of disposable income. In 
1973, it was down to 16 per cent, and 
the Department of Commerce es- 
timates it was 16.7 per cent in 1974, 
despite the fact that the consumer 
price index — the cost of everything — 
rose nearly 12 per cent. 


This is less than in any other 


country. Worldwide, the percentage of 
income spent on food runs between 30 
and 60 per cent. 


According to a report by The 


Conference Board, a New York based 
economic research organization, total 
consumer spending (after inflation is 
subtracted) rose $350 billion, or 75 per 
cent, in the United States between 1960 
and 1973. And while 9 per cent of that 
increased spending went for food, this 
compares with 14.5 per cent more 
spent on luxuries and 15 per cent more 
spent on automobiles. 


Nevertheless, everyone thinks food 


prices are too high and that somebody 
is getting rich because of it. 


Well, it's not the farmer, according 


to one source. While farm income has 
gone up in recent years, it is still low, 
says F. L. Woolen, vice president of 
Kaiser Agricultural Chemicals. 


In 1971, median income for all U.S. 


families was $10,285, he says, but for 
farm families (and 98 per cent of all 
farms are family operations) it was 
$5,712. 
In 1973, farmers 
earned 


approximately $3,300 per person, but 
national per capita income was $5,000. 


Then where is the food dollar going? 
The farmer receives less than half 


the money spent for food, says Woolen. 
In 1973, he got 46 per cent of each food 
dollar; in 1974, 42 per cent. All indica- 
tions are that it will be even less this 
year. The remainder goes for trans- 
portation, processing and retailing. 


America's farmers 
remain the 


world's most productive, feeding more 
than a quarter of the earth's popula- 
tion. They hcve played a large part in 
improving the nation's balance of 
payments situation and are constantly 
working to achieve greater efficiency' 


For example, in 1960 there were 7.9 


million farm workers, each supplying 
enough food for 25 other persons. In 
1974, there were only 4.3 million farm 
workers, but each provided enough 
food for himself and 50 additional 
people. 


None of these statistics may do 


much to ease the pain one experiences 
while strolling dow the supermarket 
aisle, but at least they may help to put 
things in better perspective.

ter, more productive. 


No one should be surprised that 


Model Cities failed. It's based on the 
same false premise underlying the 
most colossal failure of all:' the na- 
tion's welfare system. 


The false premise is the bleeding- 


heart concept that giving away money 
will do anything: turn wastrels into 
workers, turn criminals into saints, 
turn illiterates into paragons of cul- 
ture and training. 


Money can work wonders if it's used 


to give people opportunilies. 


But given as a payoff, it only har- 


dens the anti-social attitudes of the 
very people who are supposed lo be 
uplifted.

and would only be provided 
with part of our order for can- 
ning jars. Mr. McCormick also 
advised us not to call the main 
office in Muncie, Ind. for as- 
sistance. 


During February' our Retail 


Market Manager, Mr. George 
Lord, stopped in Muncie to 
visit a personal friend who is 
employed with Ball to check on 
future availability of the lid 
shipment. Later in March, our 
broker called Mr. Lord to cri- 
ticize him for going around his 
advice. 


We have received our order 


of jars and freezing containers, 
however we will not receive 
any lids as it looks now. The 
harvest season is soon to come 
and our customers are inquir- 
ing us for an answer as to why 
we cannot supply canning lids. 
Could it be the manufacturers 
are attempting to sell more 
jars, when the consumer really

curate, calls for pause. 


1 have been, for all my adult 


life, in favor of abortion on 
demand — my reason being 
pragmatic. Women not wanting 
babies will do almost anything 
to rid themselves of the bur- 
dens, and putting laws in their 
way is mean logic. I once visited 
the results of a teenager who 
tried to terminate her preg- 
nancy with a douse of household 
chemicals. Her funeral was aw- 
ful, her mother loudly admitting 
in sobs that she had refused the 
girl the money to seek an illegal 
abortion for fear of the im- 
morality involved. 


I remain firm on pragma- 


tism. But 1 confess as well that 
the magnitude of the estimated 
number of abortions this year, 
in the name of anything, is 
disquieting. 
Abortion 
has 


become a major branch of the 
medical industry and at the 
same time is sliding into the 
recesses of our collective cons- 
cience. Instead of tolerating it 
necessarily while we search for 
moral and practical alterna- 
tives, we seem to be deciding it 
as the ultimate solution. 


We are making this decision, 


furthermore, not by common 
sense but by uncommon in- 
tellectualism, the easier way to 
do it since the process involves 
l>ercipient 
argument 
which 


while impossible to prove can- 
not be dismissed either. There 
us, after all, a philosophical 
fundamental in the idea, say. 


that a woman has a right to do 
with her body as she pleases. 
Women do not have this right, of 
course, nor do men, as witness 
the laws against suicide or the 
use of some drugs or the dodg- 
ing of the wartime draft. But 
even if sovereignty over the 
body is a myth the argument 
has humanistic elements — the 
rights of being over an unbeing 
— that are more comfortably 
considered than is the emotional 
spectrum of morality. 


What is wrong with the 


super-sophistication approach 
to the abortion question is that it 
tends to go beyond the capacity 
of many involved to understand. 
When does life begin? Logarith- 
mic answers, 
of whatever 


exhaustion, mean nothing. 


One recalls the utilitarian 


view of the Germans during 
Hitler's regime when science 
was used 
to expedite 
the 


removal of unwanteds from the 
Reich. An American medical 
expert at the Nuremberg trials. 
Dr. Leo Alexander, wrote this of 
the Nazis' casual concept of 
responsibility: 
"Whatever 


proportions their crimes finally 
assumed, it is evident to all who 
investigated them that they had 
started from small beginnings 
... a subtle shift in emphasis in 
the basic attitude of physicians. 
It started with the acceptance of 
the attitude that there is such a 
thing as life not wortliv to be 
lived." 


For any who care to see, "the 


subtle shift in emphasis" may 
have occurred in America as it 
did in Germany. But less than 
many seem to worry- Before it's 
too late, perhaps we should at 
least own up to the-truth. Keep 
abortion reasonably attainable, 
if that is our consensus, but call 
it for what it is: slaughter. To 
continue to do otherwise, for the 
purpose of making the issue 
palatable, puts us in a sense on 
the road back to the caves.

WASHINGTON — Political 


leaders are fond of explaining 
that they are forced to fib and 
employ 
tacky 
gimmicks 


because the voters are so in- 
different they just won't listen 
to serious debate on serious and 
complicated issues. 


So how come then a radio 


program called "National Town 
Meeting" is so popular? 


They weekly show, now in its 


second year, consists of a brief 
discussion of some current issue 
by two or more nationally- 
recognized figures! followed by 
nearly an hour of questions 
from the local audience. Its 
public reception, at least to this 
cynical columnist's way of 
thinking, has been phenomenal. 


Even the show's founder, 


former White House counsel 
Fred Dutton, is surprised at its 
success. "We have hit a real 
need," he says. "People are 
hungry for a sense of participa- 
tion in the institutions and 
events that shape their lives." 


The whole operation is reala- 


tively low-key, bu the standards 
of either big-time polities or 
broadcasting. Advertising for 
each week's show consists 
mostly 
of posters planted 


around town, selective mailings 
and 
a newspaper ad ' the 


previous day. The show is 
broadcast over National Public 
Radio's 170-member stations 
and to the Associated Press 
subscriber stations, without 
much publicity fanfare. 


Yet the attendance at each 


week's 
performance 
has 


generally been greater than the 
crowds that appear for some 
national 
television 
network 


shows. 


Last week's show filled the 


Elsenhower Theater of the Ken- 
nedy Center nearly to Its 
capacity of more than 1,000. The 
featured personalities were 
Reps. Charles Wiggins, (R- 
Calif.) and Barbara Jordan, 
(D-Tex.), both of whom are 
members of the Judiciary Com- 
mittee which voted to Impeach 
former President Nixon; and 
Sen. John Tunney, (D-Calif.), 
chairman of the Constitutional 
Rights sub-committee. Their 
unexciting subject was, "How 


Well Is the Supreme Court 
Functioning?" 


As Jordan observed wryly, "I 


think it is difficult for the public 
to get a handle on the Supreme 
Court." She got a big laugh. 


After an hour's conversation, 


the question remained unans- 
wered. Wiggins and Jordan 
conducted a spirited, if tradi- 
tional, argument about whether 
the Court should be more 
aggressive 
in 
interpreting 


social policy or should slick to 
the strict dictates of the Consti- 
tution. Tunney was resigned to a 
restrained Court, at least with 
the current majority, and urged 
an expanded Congressional role 
instead. 


Questioners raised the recent 


controversial Court decision af- 
fecting parochial school aid, 
abortion, and school integra- 
tion. Somebody wanted to know 
why Supreme Court Justices got- 
to sit on the bench for their 
lifetimes. Another person asked 
why there appeared to be one 
standard of justice for a 
President and another for the 
rest of us. 


The 
panelists, 
frankly, 


weren't very enlightening. They 
tossed out opinions, which 
sometimes made sense and 
sometimes didn't. They were 
occasionally witty. (Question: 
"What do you do if the Supreme 
Court denies your writ of cer- 
tiorari?" Tunney: "You cry a 
lot.") 


It is doubtful that those in the 


audience left knowing any more 
about the Supreme Court than 
they had when they arrived. But 
a bunch of ordinary citizens had 
played press conference on a 
subject of national significance 
and seemed gratified to have 
merely had the experience. 


Future Town Meeting ses- 


sions will discuss whether 
government employees should 
have the right to unionize, If 
government 
regulation 
of 


business should be extended or 
reduced, what the energy policy 
looks like, and how television 
affects children. They are held 
each Wednesday morning and 
rebroadcast later.

100,000 Americans Have Huntington's Disease

Mrs. Paul (Barb) Clausen, St. 


Joseph, who until 1U years ago 
.was'unfamiliar with Hunting- 
Ion's disease, has been honored 
by the National Committee to 
Combat lluntington's (chorea) 
disease (CCHU) for her efforts 
on their behalf through the Bat- 
tle Creek chapter. 


According to Mrs. Clausen, 


Huntington's disease (HD), is 
not uncommon, but is often 
diagnosed by doctors as mul- 
tiple 
sclerosis, 
epilepsy, 


Parkinson's disease and some- 
times alcoholism. There are 
approximately 
100,000 


Americans afflicted with the 
disease. 


Mrs. Clausen became per- 


sonally involved with the fight 
against the disease 10 years ago 
when her husband was diag- 
nosed as one of its victims. 


Her husband is an ordained 


Church of God minister but has 
served a pastorate for only 21,!* 
years and the remainder of the 
time a minister of music. He 
has also been a substitute 
teacher in music and history. 


Long involved with music, the 


Rev. Clausen toured with Fred 
Waring and the Pennsylvanians 
during 1957 presenting more 
than 100 concerts. 


According to Mrs. Clausen, 


her husband was a member of a 
gospel quartet when it audi- 
tioned for Waring. It toured 
with Waring as members of the 
Pennsylvanians and as the 
"Glory Voices," the quartet. 


While he was with the group, 


it sang "The Battle Hymn of the 
Republic" at the White House 
where it received a standing 
ovation and performed for the 
late 
President 
Dwight 


Eisenhower 
and 
Queen 


Elizabeth of England. The 
quartet also made albums for 
Capitol records. Clausen sang 
for 17 years with the quartet 
which also performed on the 
Church of God national radio 
broadcast. 


According to Mrs. Clausen, 


the quartet and friends, held a 
benefit concert last June at An- 
derson college, Anderson, ind., 
in her husband's name. They 
hoped to raise §1,000 to donate to 
CCHD for research but instead 
raised $5,000 which was all 
donated. 


The Rev. Clausen has been 


hospitalized with the disease for 
seven years and has been a pa- 
tient in the chronic medical 
ward at Kalamazoo State hospi- 
tal since 1970. 


According to Mrs. Clausen, 


her husband's mother and two 
sisters have been fatal victims 
of the disease. 


She says that some of the 


early signs of HD are severe fa- 
tigue, depression, indifference, 
irritability, poor judgment and 
loss of memory. Later it may be 
noticed in the victim's speech 
and walk. 


HD often damages the brain 


tissue which controls muscular 
movements, or in areas for 
thinking, or in both, according 
to the National Institute of 
Health. 


HD victims have a life expec- 


tancy of 3 ,to 20 years and often 
die of pneumonia or choking as 
a result of the deterioration of 
the body rather than the disease 
itself she said. 


Mrs. Clausen said that HD, 


which is often called one of the 
worst heredity diseases, is a 
genetic disease brought to this 
country from Eiigland'by early 
Massachusetts settlers around 
IGOO's. 


She said there is evidence that 


some of the victims of the Salem 
Witch Trials were actually HD 
ruses. Because of their jerking 
and twite-Inns; movements, they 
were believed to be possessed 
by devils. 


In 1X72. George lluntingUm. 


an American doctor began his 
study of the disease. 
"He 


recommended as the distin- 
guishing 
name, 
hereditary 


chorea because he showed how 
this kind of chorea was passed 
on from parent to child," ac- 
cording to the iNatiunal Institute 
of Health. 


Mrs. Clausen said that each 


child of a HD parent has a 5U-50 
chance of inheriting the disease. 
If the disease does skip a 
generation, the grandchildren 
will not be affected. 


According to CCHD. 
the 


disease does not usually show 
up until between ages 30 and 45. 
By then the defective gene may 
have been passed on to children 
and possibly grandchildren. 


The National Institute of 


Health says, "Rarely the first 
symptoms of HD appear in 
childhood. Extremely rarely, a 
person is 70 or over before 
symptoms appear. If symptoms 


have not appeared by age 35. the 
probability that a person has 
HD grows less with each year of 
later life." 


Mrs. Clausen says the CCHD 


urges children of HD victims 
not to have children until a con- 
trol for the disease lias been 
discovered. 


According CCHD, "There are 


already medications that help 
control some symptoms and 
many investigators feel that 
they are very close to even bet- 
ter controls. " 


Mrs. 
Clausen 
said 
that 


researchers are now working tin 
a drug called "GABA" which 
may be used as a control for HD 
as "L-Dopa" is to Parkinson's 
disease and 
insulin 
is to 


diabetes. 
Researchers 
have 


come a long way in the past few- 
years and they hope soon to be 
able to control the disease. 


HD researchers receive nu 


federal funding, according to 
Mrs. 
Clausen, but operate on 


donations only. Funds were 
allotted in the National Health 
bill which was recently vetoed 
by President Ford she said. 


CCHD was founded seven 


years ago with four families by 
Marjorie Guthrie upon the death 


of her husband. Woodie Guthrie, 
famous composer and 
folk- 


singer and victim of 110. 


Mrs. Clausen was a member 


of the Grand Itapids chapter 
before ihe Battle Creek chapter 
was stalled. 


She says they meet every two 


months and assist families of 
HD victims obtain proper diag- 
nosis ami otter financial assis- 
tance. They also attempt to 
make the public aware of the 
disease and share each others 
experiences. Most families of 
110 victims find it difficult to 
talk about. She said HD is har- 
dest on children of victims. 


The Battle Creek chapter, 


which 
serves southwestern 


Michigan, will sponsor a tag 
sale in the twin cities Saturday, 
June 28. Proceeds will go to 
research programs. 


Mrs. Clausen is a member of 


the science liaison committee 
and is responsible for obtaining 
brain tissue from diseased HD

NEW YORK (AP) - What is 


this mystery? Who is this un- 
seen God that lances the inner 
conscience? That speaks from a 
fire that burns but does not 
consume? "What is his name?" 
asked the ancient Moses, who 
early grappled with the ques- 
tion.

strangely nebulous answer.

LqNSING, Mich. (AP)'- 


Gov. William Milliken and 
House Speaker Bobby Crim are 
stalemated over school strike 
legislation. Milliken is troubled 


because it permits teacher 
walkouts up to 13 days without 
pay loss. 


Crim strongly disagreed with 


Milliken's objections to the 


House-passed 
bill legalizing 


limited teacher strikes. The 
measure awaits action in the, 
Senate and Milliken has threa- 
tened to veto it if it comes to 


him as passed by the House. 


The Senate Labor Committee 


met Thursday to discuss the biU 
but delayed any action on it un- 
til next week. Both Repulicans 
and Democrats are preparing 
amendments to the measure. 


The cwnmMee met before a 


large crowd of p*RMs from the 
Dearborn Heights Crestwood 
district, 
which 
suffered 
a 


lengthy strike last year. Sen. 
David Plawecki, D-Dearborn 
Heights, whose district contains 
the Crestwood district and the 
parents, said afterwards he was 
hopeful of reaching agreement 
on the bill and avoiding a veto as 
promised by Milliken. 


Debate 
on the bill was 


summed up by one lawmaker 
who quipped: 


"Parents 
want 
monetary 


penalties for teachers without 
the right to strike, and teachers 
want the right to strike without 
monetary penalties." 


Milliken contends the bill 


would encourage strikes by not 


imposing financial penalties on 
teachers or school boards soon 
enough. Crim said, however, the 
bill wwild curb strikes and help 
insure that students receive a 
180-day school year without loss 
of state school aid. 


Under 
the 
House-passed 


teacher strike bill, teachers 
could strike through Sept. 18 
without endangering the 180 day 
school year and without loss of 
state school aid.

"It's my opinion that the 


governor is wrong. He is of the 
opinkm'that I am wrong," said 
Crim. 


Why 
not 
sit 
down 
and 


straighten the. governor out? 
Crim was asked. 


"I talked to the governor and 


he has talked to me," Crim said 


of a morning telephone conver- 
sation with Milliken. "So far, 
we haven't straightened each 
other out." 


Milliken supports unsuccess- 


ful amendments offered by state 
Rep. William Keith, D-Garden 
City, which would penalize 
teachers with loss of pay and 
shorten the 180-day school year 
starting the first Monday after 
Labor Day. 


Crim rejected 
the 
Keith 


amendments but did not rule 
out the possibility of returning 
to them in negotiations with 
Milliken. 


However, Crim emphasized 


he favors "a more flexible 
starting date" of Sept. 19, which 
is the way the bill stands now.

LANSING, Mich. (AP) - A 


pair of medical, malpractice in- 
surance bills is headed for the 
governor's desk and the House 
has approved low-interest loans 
for farmers victimized by the 
tainted feed disaster. 


The 
House 
gave 
swiff 


approval Thursday, 99-0, to 
legislation authorizing arbitra- 
tion of malpractice claims. 


The measure, which tlie 


governor is expected to sign, 
would permit patients to agree 
to arbitration when they seek 
damages for shoddy medical 
treatment. There would be no 
limit on damages that could be 
collected. 


Another 
malpractice 


measure, approved 102-1 and 
sent to the governor, places a 
statute of limitations on filing 
malpractice lawsuits. 


The limits would be within 


two years of the lime treatment 
ends or within six months of the 
time a patient discovers an in- 
jury which-is cause for action, 
whichever conies later. 


Gov. William Milliken already 


has signed into law legislation 
creating a special fund to 
provide medical malpractice 
insurance for doctors who can- 
not buy it from private carriers. 


Six measures signed into law 


are aimed a{ holding down the 
soaring costs of malpractice in- 
surance and insuring that doc- 
tors are covered.

Fireworks Ban Eased 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Federal agents are 


casing their efforts to track down bootleggers 
of illegal firecrackers this Independence Day 
season. 


Mary K. Ryan, acting director of the U.S. 


Consumer 
Product 
Safety 
Commission's 


bureau of compliance, explained that last 
year's surveillance activities were fruitless. 
"U'e didn't produce many undercover buys. A 
couple, no more," she said. The commission 
enforces the federal law against the sale of 
certain fireworks. 


A June 6 memorandum from the agency to 


regional offices directs investigators to spend 


only half as much time as they did during tin- 
last Fourth of July season in contacting 
fireworks dealers and attempting to make un- 
dercover buys of contraband explosives. 
However, most states have laws regulating the 
sale or possession of fireworks. State and local 
officials enforce those laws.

Americans were treated in hospital emergency 
rooms in 1973 for fireworks-related injuries. 
But manufacturers of legitimate fireworks 
contend that many serious injuries are caused 
by big, illegal firecrackers or homemade 
devices.

tolerant strains of scab. 


Jones outlined a series of 


suggestions for growers to ob- 
serve during the rest of the 
current season, including a 
recommendation that growers 
who 
have 
used 
Benlate 


regularly for one or more 
seasons for apple scab should 
switch right now to another 
standard apple fungicide even if 
scab control has been good to 
date. This could prevent a buil- 
dup of tolerant scab strains for 
next year. 


Growers who haveVused the 


material almost exclusively for 
two or more years and have 
current scab problems should 
switch to Cyprex (dodine), 
Jones suggested. He .asked that 
growers who have used Benlate

Zumwalt spoke on "Morality 


in 
Government," 
but 
the 


morality he advocated did not 
concern Watergate or the Cen- 
tral Intelligence Agency. Ins- 
tead, he warned the U.S. is los- 
ing a naval supremacy battle 
with the Soviet Union because it 
has 
failed 
to 
inform 
the 


American people of what's hap- 
pening in foreign policy mat- 
ters, an action he called "im- 
moral." 


"You cannot run a nation's 


foreign policy while at the same 
time deceiving the people," 
Zumwalt said. "We will con- 
tinue to have foreign policy 
disasters if we are not open to 
the public." 


Zumwalt attacked the detente 


and balance of powers policy 
approach and pointed to Viet- 
nam and the Middle East as 
recent examples of this type of 
"foreign policy disaster." 


"A nation cannot afford not to 


be moral about informing its 
people about foreign policy 
matters," he stated. "Henry 
Kissinger has demonstrated the 
failure of the other approach." 


Zumwalt said Southeast Asia 


was lost to the Communists lar- 
gely because President Nixon 
and his staff made commit- 
ments to the South Vietnamese 
without 
anyone 
else's 


knowledge. 
"Cambodia 
and 


South Vietnam went down the 
drain as the result of one of the 
greatest constitutional crises in 
our history," Zumwalt stated. 


In the Middle East, Zumwalt 


said it was the United States' 
failure to take a stand that has 
caused us to become "a hostage 
to the goodwill of the Mideast oil 
producing countries." He said 
the American people should 
know "the connection between 
Soviet military supremacy and 
the price they are paying for a 
gallon of gasoline." 


Zumwalt said foreign policy 


should be conducted with the 
consensus of the people and the 
"temptation to cut corners" 
must be ended because there 
was 
no 
"shortcut 
to 


democracy." 


At a press conference before 


the address, Zumwalt said he 
believes the American people 
are not hearing all the facts 
about U.S. naval defense. He 
said there were 978 ships in the 
U.S. fleet in 1908, but that that 
figure has since been cut by 
more than 50 per cent, and that 
the Russian fleet was now four- 
fold as strong as the U.S. 


"Are we in danger of going to 


war with Russia? No, I hope 
not," he said. "But we are going 
to have to accommodate them 
and that means backing down." 


Admiral Zumwalt served as 


chief of naval operations from 
1970 until July, 1974. During his 
term as chief, he instituted 
wideranging reforms to revi- 
talize the service by humanizing 
personnel policies and making 
the navy a more inviting career 


for officers and men. 


Zumwalt said the new policy 


was an effort at 
"treating 


sailors like people and all as 
vqual." He said the new policy 
had increased re-enlistment by 
10 per cent when it first started 
in 1970 and re-enlistment is now 


approaching 50 per cent. 


At the press conference, the 


54-yt-ar-old Zumwalt elaborated 
on why he retired as chief of 
naval operations. "My whole 
philosophy was to move people 
up and out," he said, "so 1 felt I 
better follow it." 


Admiral 'Testing Waters' 


Admiral Elmo It. Zumwalt. chief of naval operations from 197(1 to July, 197-1, hinted last 


night that he may soon become involved in politics. The 54-year-old Zumwalt said he was 
"testing the political waters" as a possible Democratic candidate for a U.S. Senate seat in 
Virginia. The contest for the Virginia seat would pit Zumwall against Incumbent Sen. Harry 
Byrd Jr., an independent. Zumwalt. now retired, said he was testing the political waters "to 
see if it was an intelligent thing to do."

ded, "Federal SSI will guaran- 
tee a minimum income of 
$157.70. The state guarantee will 
remain at $170." 


He then explained that all in- 


come of SSI recipients is 
deducted from the $170. There is 
a $211 disregard for unearned 
income such as Social Security 


and 
Railroad 
Retirement 


Benefits. 


Connolly illustrated the effect

vice in the Twin Cities, Dr. 
Henry J. Klos said the group 
agrees with the instructors that 
the criticisms are fair. He ad- 
ded that the potential for a 
continuing excellent program is 
present and that correction of 
deficiences is not difficult. 


Dr. Kloxmed that a central

Bench Sets New

NEW YORK (AP) — Johnny Bench of Cincinnati has 


become the first player in history to draw more than 1 
million National League Ail-Star, ballots for the sixth con- 
secutive year, the baseball commissioner's office an- 
nounced Friday. 


With 10 days remaining in the rating, the Reds catcher is 


also the individual voting leader in the tabulations with 
1,660,229 votes. 


All the leaders retained their positions from the initial 


standings two weeks ago, though some are being threa- 
tened as the July 6th deadline draws near. 


Cincinnati's Joe Morgan has a comfortable lead for the 


secondlrase spot with 1,450,660 votes to 414,480 for Rennie 
Stennett, while Red's shortstop Dave Concepcion polled 
1,259,681 ballots for a margin of 479,066 over Larry Bowa of 
Philadelphia. 


Ron Cey of Los Angeles continues to be the fans' favorite 


third baseman, gathering 992,892 votes to outdistance Joe 
Torre of New York, with 459,375. 


Pete Rose of Cincinnati leads the outfield race with 


1,200,815 votes and Del Unser has tightened his grip on 
second place with 706,657. 


However, Rusty Staub's third-place ranking with 639,865 


was whittled by base-stealing king Lou Brock of St. Louis. 
Brock has attracted 609,970 votes and jumped from sixth to 
fourth place, just 29,895 behind Staub. Los Angeles' Jim 
Wynn is also a strong contender with 599,643, while Reggie 
Smith of St. Louis trails with 582,290. 


Steve Garvey of Los Angeles, winner of the 1974 Com- 


missioner's Trophy as the All-Star Game's Most Valuable

tion plots against various 
foreign leaders — (in many 
cases 
actually 
contingency 


plans) — has set off a wave of 
delirium among right-wing 
commentators. The purpose of 
their exercise is to demonstrate 
that Richard M. Nixon, after 
all, was a minor-league rogue 
ridden out of the Presidency on 
a rail by the liberal establish- 
ment.. 


In practice, they are dancing 


on the graves of 
former 


President John Kennedy and 
his brother, Robert, the Attor- 
ney General. Tlie most extreme 
example 
was 
Patrick 


Buchanan's suggestion that the 
Kennedy brothers be expelled 
from Arlington National Ceme- 
tery if they were responsible 
for the death of Vietnamese 
President Ngo Dinh Diem in 
Nov., 1963. (This is reminiscent 
of the Stuart Restoration to the 
British crown in 1660: one of 
Charles II's first acts was to 
disinter the corpse of Oliver 
Cromwell and string it from a 
gibbet on Tyburn Hill.) 


It is easy to make the ac- 


cusation that Kennedy killed 
Diem, but extremely difficult 
to lay out the actual events 
without boring the reader to 
death with detail. However, the 
reality was complex and any 
intelligent analysis of it must 
reflect reality. For openers, it 
should be said that President 
Kennedy .did not want Diem 
killed and instructed Ambas- 
sador Lodge in Saigon to this 
effect. 


But the question immediately 


arises: To what extent did 
Kennedy's objective actions 
lead 
to the 
unanticipated 


murder of Diem and 
his 


brother Nhu? There is a legal 
parallel known as felony- 
murder. 
If, 
for example, 


somebody 
commits 
arson, 


turning down a house without 
realizing that there are a 
couple of. drunks asleep in it, 
he is indictable for felony- 
murder. 


Clearly there were high of- 


ficials in the Kennedy Ad- 
ministration 
who 
had 
no 


qualms about Diem's future. 
For example. Assistant Secre- 
tary of State for Far Eastern 
Affairs, Roger Hilsman, in an 
Aug. 30, 1963 memo to Secre- 
tary of State Dean Rusk dis- 
cussed a number of possible 
Diem actions and suggested the 
appropriate 
American res- 


ponses. Option 10 was "Diem- 
Nhu Move" (against a coup): 
"A Gotterdammerung in the 
Palace" and recomme.nded the 
following "U.S. Response": 
"(a) We should encourage the 
coup group to fight the battle to 
the. end and to destroy the 
Palace if necessary to gain 
victory; 
(b) - unconditional 


surrender should be the terms 
for the Ngo family since it will 
otherwise seek- to outmaneuver 
both the coup forces and the 
U.S. If the family is taken 
alive, the Nhus should be 
banished to France. . .Diem 
should be treated 
as the 


generals wish." 


Since Dean Rusk looked on 


Hilsman as something of a 
public nuisance, there is no 
reason to believe that this line 
accurately expounded depart- 
mental policy. Moreover, to 
limit 
Buchanan's proposed 


exhumations, there is no writ- 
ten evidence to indicate that 
Robert Kennedy took a hand in 
the game. 
" To summarize a long story, 
President Kennedy and Na- 
tional 
Security 
Advisor 


McGeprge Bundy were getting 
conflicting signals from the two 
top men in the American mis- 
sion. 
Following 
traditional 


bureaucratic 
patterns, 


throughout Oct., 1963, the 
messages to Lodge from Bundy 
were masterpieces of amb- 
guity, written in what might be 
called the conditional-subjec- 
tive tense. In effect, the ball 
was handed to Lodge with the 
injunction don't "thwart" 
winning coup, but don't get 
tied up with a crowd of losers. 


Lodge gave the plotters the 


green light, the coup was 
launched, and Diem called the 
Ambassador at 4:30 p.m. on 
Nov. 1 to ask what we planned 
to do. Lodge said it was im- 
possible to get an immediate 
answer from Washington and 
offered Diem sanctuary: "If I 
can "do anything for your 
phy>ieal safety, please call 
me."

NEW YORK (AP) - ABC's 


weekly newsmagazine 
show, 


"The Reasoner Report," airs its 
final program Saturday with 
highlights of various stories and 
features seen on the show since 
it began in February 1973. 


It's being replaced by a 


regular 
half-hour 
evening 


newscast. 


ABC News President William 


Sheehan has said the change 
was ordered because ABC af- 
filiates preferred 
a regular 


network newscast in the early 
Saturday evening time slot in 
which the "Reasoner Report" 
now appears. 


But Harry Reasoner, who 


anchors the show as well as the 
network's wecknight newscasts, 
says he's certain there'll be 
another weekly newsmagazine 
program on ABC but probably 
not during next season. 


"I hope there'll be one, 


because one of the things I ' 
really miss is the'chance to go 
out three, four times a year and 
play reporter on a major story 
and I hope to find a way to do 
that," he said. 


Reasoner, whose weeknight 


anchor duties tend to keep him 
tied down in Fun City, was 
asked if, in retrospect, he 
wished his weekend show had 
been given a Sunday night slot, 
like CBS' "60 Minutes." 


"I do," said the 52-year-old 


newsman, a veteran of 14 years 
with CBS before he joined ABC 
in 
December 
1970. 
"My 


preferred time all along was 
10:30 on Sunday nights. 


"I think our main problem 


was 
station 
clearances," 


Reasoner added, referring to 
stations that preferred to air 
their own local programs early 
Saturday evenings instead of the 
"Reasoner Report." 


"The show did well where it 


was and there was a good 
audience out there," he said. 
"But it was on during such a 
good local time for the stations 
and they just hated to give that 
time up."

to the riots that tore Watts 
apart. 


The program effectively uses 


aerial footage, old and new, to 
illustrate what was destroyed 
and what was or wasn't rebuilt. 


Alas, the show has a tendency 


to somewhat shallow interviews 
and doesn't dig very deeply into 
such key issues as why the 
federal 
antipoverty 
funds 


lavishly poured into Watts after 
the riot now are nil. 


There are a lot of generaliza- 


tions — "politicians became 
wean.1 of the poverty game — 
the money was too big and the 
pay-off was too slow" — but no 
interviews with the fund ad- 
ministrators to back it up.

Opinions 
Sought

LANSING. Mich. (AP) -The 


state Public Service Commis- 
sion will seek a wide range of 
critical comments on a study 
showing it could cost electric 
utilities nearly $1.5 billion to 
comply wiih Michigan an- 
tipoUution laws by 1980. 


William R. Rails, the three- 


member commission's lone 
Democrat, said Thursday the 
study contains some "provoca- 
tive conclusions." The commis- 
sion has invited comments on 
the environmental protection 
study from consumer and en- 
vironmental groups, state agen- 
cies and the PSC's staff, he said. 


The study urged the PSC to 


become active for the first time 
in the state and federal process 
which set allowable pollution 
limits. 


The study will get a thorough 


public airing before the com- 
mission decides whether to 
adopt its 
recommendations, 


said William Rosenberg, com- 
mission chairman. Cost of the 
870,000 one-year report submit- 
ted last week was borne by 
utilities as is the rest of the 
PSC's budget, Rosenberg said. 


Assuming a seven per cent 


annual inflation rate, by 1980 
electric bills could rise about 
121 per cent over 1973 rates, the 
study said. 


Some 31 per cent of that 


amount would be for pollution 
control equipment 
required 


under present laws while the 
remaining 90 percent would go 
for 
other 
expected 
cost 


increases. 


However, if weaker regula- 


tions 
were 
imposed, 
rate 


increases could be held to 94 per 
cent total, with antipollution 
equipment accounting for only 
four per cent, the study said. 


Another clean-air method, the 


more 
stringent 
emissions 


approach, involves removing as 
much coal and oil fire pollutants 
as is possible from power plant 
smokestacks. The study said 
this could cause utility rate 
hikes of 125 per cent and cost 
the power companies almost 
$1.75 
billion by 1980. The emis- 


sions approach would cause a 35 
per cent rate increase on top of 
the 90 per cent cost increase 
expected for other areas, the 
study said. 


The 
three-member 
PSC 


should get involved in deciding 
how strict clean air standards 
should be, the report said 
without stipulating which set of 
standards 
the 
commission 


ought to support. 


After 1980, equipment costs 


and rate hikes for meeting en- 
vironmental 
regulations 


"should fall off dramatically," 
said the study by ICF Inc., a 
consulting firm headed by 
former federal environmental 
officials. 


The nation has been catching 


up with years of past pollution 
and installing cleaning units on 
old generating plants during 
this decade. In the next 10 
years, only new plants will need 
antipollution devices, which are 
cheaper to build during cons- 
truction, the report said.

Milliken Sees Sweeping 
Political Reform Law 


LAXSIXG. Mich. (AP) - Gov. William Milliken predicts 


Michigan will have a sweeping political reform law by the time 
lawmakers recess for the summer. But the governor says the bill 
will contain problems and could be tied up in court. Unless the 
reform package covering political fund-raising, lobbyists and 
conflict of interest is passed this term, it will not affect the 197G 
elections, Milliken said at a news conference Thursday. He also 
acknowledged that potential court challenges might tie up the 71- 
page bill if it becomes law so it would be ineffective for next year's 
campaigns. The measure is being pushed by Michigan Common 
Cause. He said it was "unfortunate" that the wide-ranging sub- 
jects of campaign money-raising, lobbyists and conflict of interest 
are contained in a single bill. Putting all the reform eggs in one 
basket could provide targets for court challenges, he said.
